UNACCEPTABLE 
ADENAUER SAYS 


BONN, Jan. 15 (UP)—West 
German Chancellor Adenauer 
in a broadcast address today, 
rejected Soviet-Polish propos- 
als for an atom-free zone in 
Europe. , 

Adenauer said such a zone 
would provide no protection to 
the countries involved and 
would mean the end of the At- 
lantic defense pact and of free- 
dom in Western Europe. 

Potish Foreign Minister 
Adam Rapacki recently sug- 
gested an atom free zone, com- 
prising Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
East and West Germany. So- 
viet statements have suggested 
expanding the zone to Scandin- 
avia. 

It was Adenauer’s first ma- 
jor foreign policy speech since 
the Paris summit conference of 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation countries. He described 
the recent series of Soviet 
notes as a “grand-scale propa- 
ganda maneuver” and _ 6 said 
western doubts of Russia’s good 
faith in disarmament negotia- 
tions appeared “more than jus- 
tified.”

Trade Act. 

As late as last Saturday, not 
one of the 11 G.O.P. members 
of the House Ways and Means 
Committee—including Kean— 
could be found who was will- 
ing to sponsor the Adminis- 
tration trade bill. Trade and 
tariff legislation originates in 
the House committee.

Three years ago he was G.O.P.

MILLIONS OF RUSSIANS 
STUDY ENGLISH LANGUAGE

CAMBRIDGE, Mass.. Jan. 
15—More than 1 900,000 per- 
sons in the Soviet Union can 
read and speak English, and 
£,000,000 are currently study- 
| ing the language, according to 
estimates made yesterday by 
Alexander G. Korol, a mem- 
ber of the senior research staff 
of the Center for International 
Studies at Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. 

Korol said that in contrast 
“very few American have mas- 
tered Russian.” He said that 
only 183 American colleges 
and about 13 universities and 
nine public and private high 
schools now offer Russian- 
language instruction. 

“The international position 
of the United States demands 
that we have a wide linguistic 
facility of our own,” he said. 
“We can no longer depend on 
emigres to help us out. We 
must develop our own ex- 
perts.” 


DR. WHITE HINTS TOO MUCH | S===== 
SITTING MAY AFFECT cy 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 15 
(AP)—Dr. Paul Dudley White 
suggests Americans’ love of 
sitting, especially in automo- 
biles, may be bad for their 
hearts. 

Dr. White, chief heart con- 
sultant for President Ejisen- 
hower, told a press conference 
last night: 

He recently took cardio- 
grams of 600 southern Italian 
males between 45 and 65 years 
old and found coronary disease 
in only four. A similar study 
of 600 Cretans found only two 
with heart ailments. A study 
of Americans of Italian de- 
scent in Boston found 18 per 
cent with coronary heart dis- 
ease in evidence. 

“In Boston they have autos. 
In saa they do not,” he 
said. 


35 OF 38 CREWMEN SAVED 
AFTER SHIP BREAKS IN TWO 


GENOA, Italy, Jan. 15 (AP) 
—The Norwegian tanker Seir- 
stad broke in two in a Mediter- 
ranean storm early today. All 
but three of the 38 crewmen 
weer reported rescued from 
the floating parts of the ship. 

The Dutch freighter Bintang 
radioed it had picked up 28 
of the crew southeast of Ma- 
jorca, largest of the Balearic 
islands. The French Admiralty 
at Algiers later announced that 
the small Italian steamer Rubi- 
cone had rescted seven of the 
10 adrift on the derelict bow. 
There was no word of the other 
three. The French said there 
was a possibility some other 
ship had taken them off.

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A Community Job 

“Project St. Louts: 1958.” 

Some 10 days ago we published an editorial 
with that title. It called attention to the need for 
a community-wide approach to the diverse pi ob- 
lems arising from the fast-occurring racial 
changes in the population of St. Louis. 

What the situation requires is a group of 
men and women of the white and Negro races 
who will sit down and plan together the future 
of this community intelligently, sympathetically 
and understandingly. The group must embrace 
every interest in St. Louis which is in a post- 
tion to make a genuine contribution to the 
solution. 

It may very well be that Mayor Tucker is 
the best man in the city to make the first move. 
He can call for the establishment of an overall 
community committee which will come to grips 
with racial factors in such matters as employ- 
ment, both private and public, education, hous- 
ing, health, juvenile delinquency, crime and s0- 
cial welfare. Certainly the Mayor would be a 
first choice to get the work started. 

But Mayor Tucker cannot handle the problem 
by himself. Nor could he do it if he had all 
the Aldermen helping him. 

To say that there is need for a new commu- 
nity-wide body is not to disparage the Munici- 
pal Commission on Human Relations. This 
agency has been able to contribute to the ad- 
justment of racial relations and all that it has 
accomplished is to the good. But its members 
would be the first, we believe, to agree that a 
broadly based citizens’ committee could im- 
measurably aid its work. Such a committee 
could draft the main lines of community policy 
which the Commission would be charged with 
carrying out. 

This many-sided problem needs the interest 
and attention of the business community through 
the Chamber of Commerce and its president, 
former Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann. It needs 
similar attention from Civic Progress, Inc., 
which is headed by Edwin M. Clark, from mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen, from union 
leaders. It needs the best thinking of the Urban 
League, the League of Women Voters, the St. 
Louis Civil Liberties Committee, the Metropol- 
itan Church Federation, the N.A.A.C.P., and 
other education, civic, religious and labor groups. 

This is not a St. Louis problem alone. Our 
editorial of Jan. 4 presented a table of the nine 
largest cities of the country which made it 
clear that the matter of shifting populations, 
with an increase in the Negro community, is 
common to all large cities—North, East and 
West. 

St. Louis needs to know what is being done 
elsewhere, and the formation of a responsible 
community group is the first step toward find- 
ing out. We also need to be at work on the 
many aspects of the problem as they exist in 
St. Louis. 

Every day that passes without a community- 
wide approach is a day that is lost—a day that 
will not come back. But the problem grows 
daily because the newcomers arrive every day 
from Southern states. The sooner we make 
our beginning the better it will be for St. Louis 
and all its people.

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Why Extend It? 


Secretary of the Treasury Anderson has asked 
Congress for a “temporary” increase of five 
billion dollars in the national debt limit, when 
the best thing to do would be to abolish the 
limit entirely. A limit which must be increased 
every few years is largely fictitious, though the 
fiction is not without damaging effects. 

The current limit of 275 billions was partly 
responsible for last year’s drastic cuts in de- 
fense spending. This year the need to increase 
defense spending is responsible for the request 
to raise the limit. But when leaders of both 
parties see more deficit spending ahead, for eco- 
nomic reasons as well as defense, the Admin- 
istration can only guess at how much and how 
long the limit should be raised. 

A debt limit that doesn’t really limit and hin- 
ders the meeting of national emergencies oucht 
to be eliminated and not extended.

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Only by Free Debate and Free Choice 


Cheap labor has been one of the inducements 
used by Southern communities to attract indus- 
try. This often means, in effect, no unions. And 
it implies a method of restraining union repre- 
sentatives who seek to organize a plant. 


Many communities, including Baxley, Ga., re- 
quired organizers to obtain official sanction. 
Baxley required a license from the mayor and 
city council at a cost of $2000, and $500 for 
every member signed up. In an opinion by 
Justice Charles E. Whittaker, the Supreme 
Court now has declared this is a violation of 
free speech. Seven justices agreed. Justices 
Frankfurter and Clark raised technical objec- 
tions which the majority dismissed. Said Jus- 
tice Whittaker:. 


It (the ordinance granting the authorities 
uncontrolled discretion in the issuing of 
permits) makes enjoinment of speech con- 
tingent on the mayor and the city council 
although that fundamental right is made 
free from congressional abridgment by the 
First Amendment and is prevented from 
invasion by state action. . The ordi- 
nance, on its face, imposes an unconstitu- 
tional prior restraint upon the enjoyment of 
the First Amendment freedoms and lays a 
forbidden burden upon the exercises of 
liberty protected by the Constitution. 


The Baxley authorities may well have been 
short-sighted about the welfare of their own peo- 
ple in attempting to keep from them the bene- 
fits of collective bargaining. But this would 
have created no more than an issue to be de- 
cided on election day. They made a fatal mis- 
take when they set their views of sound busi- 
ness policy above the Bill of Rights. This made 
the Supreme Court decision inevitable since 
their permit ordinance interfered with the only 
fair way of determining such an issue in a de- 
mocracy, the way of free debate ‘and free choice.

Fighting With Milk 

An ugly situation in the milk industry in 
Missouri has been laid before a special commit- 
tee of the Legislature headed by Senator Sprad- 
ling of Cape Girardeau. Nation-wide grocery 
chains are accused of selling milk below cost 
to drive out competitive independent local pro- 
ducers and force the housewife to buy in the 
stores the products of a few large dairies. 


These charges are made by the Independent 
Milk Processors’ association, an organization of 
smaller sized, locally owned dairies. The associa- 
ation asked the Legislature last year toa pass a 
bill outlawing below-cost sale of milk pinpointed 
against competition. The bill was passed by 
both houses but vetoed by Gov. Blair. The fight 
for it is now being renewed. 

The proposed measure has seemed to us un- 
wise as a method and likely to prove cumber- 
some in practice. Far preferable, we think, 
would be recourse to the anti-trust laws, which 
are intended to prevent just such oppressive 
restraints of trade as the independent milk 


processors complain’of. Since it appears that 
the Missouri anti-trust laws are too weak to be 
effective, the Spradling committee may find 
its most constructive work in strengthening 
those laws. The independent milk processors 
deserve protection from monopolistic practices, 
and they should not be forced into use of a 
doubtful method because the direct method is 
unavailable in a sufficiently healthy form. 
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9000 Unheeded Voices 

This is an age when science supposedly com- 
mands respect. Yet when 9000 scientists from 
43 countries call upon the United Nations for 
an immediate international agreement to stop 
the testing of nuclear bombs, how much atten- 
tion is official opinion prepared to pay them? 

These 9000 scientists who signed the Linus 
Pauling petitions—which began by spontaneous 
combustion following a speech by Dr. Pauling 
at Washington University in St. Louils—include 
some famous names: Joseph Erlanger, Arthur 
Kornberg, Max Born, Bertrand Russell, Lord 
Boyd-Orr, Albert Schweitzer, Harold Urey. But 
perhaps it is the breadth and range of the sci- 
entific opinion here represented that is most 
impressive. 

When 9000 scientists solemnly warn that each 
nuclear test spreads an added burden of radio- 
activity over the world, and that each added 
amount of radiation “causes damage to “the 
health of human beings and to the pool of hu- 
man germ plasm,” can their opinion safely be 
ignored? 

Unfortunately it is being ignored. President 
Eisenhower in his reply to Premier Bulganin 
last week declined to agree to a halt in 
tests unless the big powers can first agree to 
stop the production of nuclear weapons—and 
such an agreement cannot be made unless the 
big powers can first’ agree on an elaborate in- 
spection system to verify fulfillment of commit- 
ments. The President, in other and shorter 
words, is against a test-ban now. 

Mr. Eisenhower says that so long as nuclear 
weapons are being produced it is better to go on 
testing them in order to improve defensive 
weapons and to produce a “clean” bomb. But 
Dr. Pauling, Nobel prize winner, declares that 
in his opinion a “clean” bomb will never be 
producéd. 

The long and the short of it is that for na- 
tional military reasons the United States is un- 
willing to suspend nuclear tests at this time. 
First we want to develop anti-missiles and tacti- 
cal weapons. The British Government is like- 
wise unwilling to suspend tests now; first it 
wants to perfect its present weapons series. And 
when these milestones have been reached on our 
side, no doubt the Russians will then have com- 
parable reasons for declining to quit testing. 
And the French, and the Germans, and the 
Egyptians, and the Argentines, ad infinitum.... 

Who listens to science, anyway? 
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Answers on Mill Creek 

Now that the Land Clearance Commission has 
explained its vote on the Mill Creek Valley 
project, the public can only wonder why the 
vote and the reasons for it were kept secret for 
so long. 

Chairman Eugene C. Farrell and Commission- 
er John E. Nance voted for William Zeckendorf 
as redeveloper. They were impressed by his 
record of urban development and his financial 
backing, as well as his plan. But most of all they 
favored placing Mill Creek under a _ single 
developer. 

Commissioners Ray J. Noonan, Louis C. Justi 
and Sidney Cohen voted for joint development 
by City and Suburban Homes Co. of New York 
and a St. Louis group. They considered the City 
and Suburban Homes proposal as attractive as 
the Zeckendorf plam, and were impressed by 
the willingness of the joint developers to work 


together. Bht most of all they saw an 
advantage in local participation in local 
redevelopment. 


These explanations do not add up to a sharp 
difference in principle, or to any reason for 
secrecy. The one real issue between the com- 
missioners, it appears, was that of a single de- 
veloper versus local participation, and even this 
issue might have been decided either way. 

A single developer would be advantageous, 
but the winning plan calls for joint development 
which can be made an acceptable substitute. 
And the winning plan is a good one. 


Local participation is desirable, as the com- 


peting bidders all conceded, but local firms 
have not so far accomplished any great redevel- 
opment projects in St. Louis. Hence the Mill 
Creek award to a St. Louis group, along with 
an experienced New York company, offers a 
challenging responsibility to local leadership. 

The important thing now is that the Land 
Clearance Authority realize its hope that con- 
struction can begin in Mill Creek early next 
year. That should be the goal for a city dedi- 
cated to progress. 
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The President’s REA Proposals 


The increase in REA interest rates recom- 
mended in President Eisenhower's budget mes- 
Sage warrants consideration, as we said when 
the idea was first advanced last year. The 2 
per cent rate established when the agency was 
created in 1935 proved adequate until 1942. 
Since then it has been less than the average 
cost of money to the Federal Government. It is 
in general sound policy that unless there are 
strong reasons to the contrary, the Government 
should obtain interest on the money it lends 
equal to the interest on money it borrows. 

As to the change in loan policy proposed by 
the President, that is a different matter. In 
proposing a shift “where possible” from Gov- 
ernment loans to private loans Government- 
insured, Mr. Eisenhower ignores the lessons of 
experience. REA was created because private 
capital was indifferent to the demand for rural 
electrification. The revolutionary change from 
a shameful 11 per cent of American farms elec- 
trified to a prideful more than 90 per cent has 
been accomplished directly as a result of Gov- 
ernment loans to supply a market in which pri- 
vate lending did not function. 

In the next five years, rural electric systems 
borrowing from REA are planning projects cost- 
ing $967,000,000, according to the figures of the 
Department of Agriculture, which supervises 
REA. How much of that huge sum does the 
President seriously believe private lending agen- 
cies would be willing to provide? Yet on these 
and other farm families touched by REA will 
depend a new market for electric appliances and 
equipment which the. Agriculture Department 
estimates will amount in the coming 20 years 
to 24 billion dollars. So part of the prosperity 
of us all is tied up with rural electrification. 

As Mr. Eisenhower himself says, REA has 
“done much to enrich the lives of our rural 
families” and “contributed greatly to the ad- 
vance of .. . our country’s economy generally.” 
These would not seem the of reasons for 
trying to pull out “where possible” from a pro- 
gram which has proved its financial soundness 
and its public benefit for more than 20 years.

Princess and former film star writes that thousands of people 
still live as refugees and stateless people, though Hungarian 
case showed how world can resettle them; one serious problem 
is lack of funds, though relatively little money is needed.

One of the blessings that we too 
often take for granted, especially dur- 
ing the Christmas season when our 
families are gathered around the fire- 
place, is the simple physical fact of 
having a home and a country. The 
difference between living in the rud- 
est hut and the most palatial dwelling 
is nothing as compared to the differ- 
ence between having a place to live, 
and being homeless, stateless. 

And yet, among us now—at this 
very moment—there are thousands 
and thousands of unfortunate people 
to whom a home 
and a country are 
little more than 
cherished mem- 
ories. Indeed, there 
are many who have 
not even the mem- 
ory of a happier 
time. They were 
born refugees, the 
children of _ref- 
ugees; the bleak 4 
camp has been 
their home _ and 
country since birth. 

eg are many eh 
problems in today’s : . 
world that are com- ‘Princess Grace 
plicated beyond solution. But the 
refugee problem is not one of these. 


In a little over a year almost 200.- 
000 Hungarian refugees have been 
transported to and resettled in all 
parts of the free world—some 70,000 
of them in the United States and 
Canada. The response to the tragic 
plight of these particular refugees 
was dramatic and heart-warming. 


The West Meets a Challenge 


Working together with unselfish de- 
votion—and remarkable efficiency— 
the U.N. High Commissioner for Ref- 
ugees, the Intergovernmental Commit- 
tee for European Migration (ICEM), 
the officials of the United States Es- 
capee Program and voluntary agen- 
cies like the Red Cross, the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, the 
World Coyncil of Churches and many 
others pitched in to prove once and 
for all that when we really make up 
our minds to provide a solution to 
the tragic problem of homelessness, 
a solution can be found. 


But long before ‘the Hungarian 
crisis unfolded with all its dramatic 
urgency, a refugee problem existed: a 
bleak, colorless situation, full of hu- 
man misery and hopelessness. It is 
symbolized by the refugee camps 
scattered throughout Europe—chiefly 
in Germany, Austria, Italy and Greece 
— offering only the most meager 
physical shelter to thousands of our 
fellow oe beings who fled or were 
expelled from their homes, some re- 
cently, others as long as 30 years ago. 

This is a problem with which we 
are still faced. Thotgh some experts 
agree that with a concerted effort 
we could clean out refugee camps in 
a year’s time, few concrete steps are 
being taken to do so. 

Repeated pleas by the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees, by church 
and social organizations, have failed 


to move our hearts to sufficient com- 
passion to give these refugees the 
help they need. Ironically enough, 
the expense and energy required to 
keep them alive and fed in miserable 
camps is far greater than would be 
the cost of resettling them as new cit- 
izens of free cauntries. 


Among these all-but-forgotten ref- 
uge@s are many who could enrich the 
culture and economy of any country: 
scientists, teachers, professional and 
business people. Though some are 
barred from resettlement by immigra- 
tion technicalities, others remain only 
because of lack of the funds needed 
to transport them to countries where 
they would be welcome. 


Refugees Still in the Orient 


This is particularly true of Euro- 
pean refugees from Communist China 
who are stranded in Hong Kong hold- 
ing visas for countries where jobs 
and security await them—not to men- 
tion 10,000 or so still in China where 
they face intolerable hardships during 
the winter—only because of lack of 
the financial means of moving them. 
I am told that only $6,000,000 is re- 
quired for a final solution to this 
problem. Here is a case in which an 
operation that has a 10-year record 
of success, shared by the -U.N. High 
Commissioner’s office, the Migration 
Committee and the voluntary organ- 
izations, has bogged down for no 
other reason than lack of funds. 


While it is generally agreed that 
most of the refugees now languishing 
in camps need only a chance to re- 
settle in order to rehabilitate them- 
selves morally and economically, 
there are many who can no longer 
offer the promise of contributing any- 
thing to the material wealth of a coun- 
try that might accept them. Thee 
are the aged and the sick. Must they 
be condemned to spend their few re- 
maining years with nothing more to 
comfort them than the grim sur- 
roundings of a refugee camp? Such 
a solution is unthinkable. 


How the Individual Can Help 


As individuals we feel powerless 
to help these unfortunate people. But 
this is a mistake, as tragic for our 
own souls as for the lives of our fel- 
low men. We must begin by inform- 
ing ourselves of the problem and its 
possible solutions. Literature is 
available through our church and So- 
cial organizations, from the United 
Nations and the Migration Commit- 
tee. 


When you consider the effective-, 
ness of the work of a handful of pro- 
fessional workers devoted to the ref- 
ugee cause, and what they have ac- 
complished without more than token 
support from an ill-informed, if not 
apathetic,,public, you cannot but feel 
that with just a little encouragement 
and interest on the part of all of us 
a permanent solution could be found. 

Our own blessings will be all the 
more secure for our contribution to 
the renewed hope of those who have 
not a home.

Between Book Ends 
The Neck in the Hour Glass 


THE ORIGINS. OF MODERN SCIENCE 
1300-1800. By Herbert Butterfield, 
(Macmillan, 242 pgs., $3.) 


For the professional historian—the 
author is professor of modern his- 
tory at Cambridge—the modern sci- 
entific realm has its start in the 500 
years between 1300 and 1800. These 
years are the neck in the hour glass 
of time through which all that went 
before is strained and all that has 
occurred since is the result. 

One of the most stupendous intel- 
lectual hurdles jumped in this period 
concerned the problem of motion. In 
the Aristotelian doctrine all bodies 
tended to remain in motion until 
they arrived at the center of the 
universe. Thinkers of the Middle 
Ages compounded the error by main- 
taining that the middle of the uni- 
verse was the middle of the earth. By 
the time of Galileo this viewpoint 
was an integral part of the academic 
indoctrination. Understanding this, 
then, the contribution of Galileo in 
formulating the law of inertia shows 
to what extent he went against the 
grain of society end schooling.

Other men of science in this period 
had to contend with the same antag- 
onistic forces. William Harvey wrote 
concerning his thesis on circulation, 
“. . . I tremble lest I have mankind 
at large for my enemies, so much 
doth want and custom become a sec- 
ond nature.” When Bacon and Des- 
cartes caught the fever that things 
needed validity and logic in their 
explanations, they, also, had to di- 
vest themselves of the mistakes of 
antiquity and start from a sort of 
purity of ignorance. 

Still, brave as these pioneers were 
to challenge the customs of their own 
times, the author points out that 
some of the seeds of mutiny against 
the doctrines of antiquity were 
sown long before 1300. But it was 
not until the 500 years under con- 
sideration that these older challenges 
were given a fair hearing and had a 
chance of holding the field after the 
controversial , Dattles. 

*x 


One of the very strong appeals of 
this book is the breadth of the pic- 
ture the author presents. In Chapter 
9, he digresses for 15 pages to illus- 
trate the social reactions produced 
in the reign of Louis XIV by the 
momentum of. scientific advances. 
The main source for this picture is 
the writings of Frontenelle who was 
Secretary of the Academie des Sci- 
ences from 1699 to 1741. Many of 
the men involved in the scientific 
movement were sons of bourgeois 
families, destined for the clergy, who 
find themselves unable to endure the 
required rote training. They chanced 
upon something which captured their 
imagination and talent and the result 
was that science was the thing which 
gained a convert. 

In sum, this historian’s view of 
what was pivotal in the origins of 
science, as it is now more or less un- 
derstood, is most interesting and 
clearly presented. Five hundred years 
in the future what will someone think 
is pivotal in the twentieth century?

Budgets are complicated af- 
fairs and are not easy to in- 
terpret. But the President's 
budget message gives some fig- 
ures which are 
enlightening 
and which pro- 
vide a signifi- 
cant measure 
of the Presi- 
dent’s response 
to the  post- 
Sputniks situa- 
tion. The fig- 
ures are for 
“total Govern- 
ment expendi- 
tures (1) for 
all procure- 
ment to equip our forces and 
those of our allies with weap- 
ons, ships, planes and missiles, 
(2) for atomic energy, and (3) 
for all scientific research and 
education.” The figures, that 
is to say, measure weapons, 
and scientific research and 
training for men to invent and 
to perfect the weapons. 

The figures do not measure 
military expenditures for pay, 
for housing and construction, 
for food, clothing, recreation, 
medical care, etc. The figures 
register the specific nesponse 
of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion to the present phase of the 
race of armaments. 


Just a Billion Over ’57. 


The over-all figures for 1957, 
for the fiscal year which end- 


ed June 30 of last summer, | 


were $20,500,000,000. For the 
current fiscal year, 1958, which 
will end on June 30 of the 
coming summer, the figures 
will be approximately $21,100.- 
000,000. 

For the fiscal year 1959, 
which begins next July 1, the 
figures will be about $21,600,- 
000,000. In short, the total in- 
crease for weapons and re- 
search will be just a little more 
than a billion dollars next year 
as compared with the pre-Sput- 
niks year 1957.

Barnes Hospital operated, at 
a net deficit of $159,259 last 
year because of “an unwilling- 
ness to compromise the quality 
of patient care to obtain more 
economical operations,” . the 
hospital said yesterday in its 
annual report. 

“Much of the operating defi- 
cit is due to the continuing 
policy of the trustees to care 
for indigent patients,” the re- 
port added. “There were 7328 
patients admitted to the wards, 
where none or only part of the 
cost of care is borne by the 
patient.” 

Of this number, the report 
added, 


“1713 patients were 
cared for free of charge for 
27,086 days of care. Free care 


amounted 
$700,000.”’

than in 1956, th report said. 


“This drop in census is an in- 
dication that the hospital has 
reached maturity as far as bed 
Capacity is concerned. It is

The report added that a 
lower census in hospitals can 
be attributed in part to eco- 


nomic conditions, in that “elec- 
tive medical care has decreased 
and the number of industrial 
accidents and emergencies has 


dropped off markedly.” 

The report showed expenses 
of $7,705,028 and income of 
$7,253,651 for a net operating 
deficit of $451,376. Net income 
from endowment and other 
sources totaled $292,117. leav-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (AP) 
~-The Atomi¢ Energy Commis- 
sion last night quoted Britain's 
atomic boss as regretting pub- 
lished reports that the United 
States pressured the British to 
delay announcement of prog- 
ress in harnessing hydrogen 
power. 

Lewis L, Strauss, AEC chair- 
man, has denied repeatedly 
that he blocked the _ British 
from making an announcement. 
The commission said last night 
that Sir Edwin Plowden, chair- 
man of the United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority, had 
sent Strauss a message terming 
the reports “‘most regrettable.” 


Some _ British newspapers 
have said the British wanted to 
make known their progress last 
fall but that Strauss _inter- 
vened and demanded this be 
delayed until the United States 


could make a similar announce- 
ment. 

The AEC statement said an- 
nouncement by United States 
and British scientists on the 
progress of efforts to harness 
the H-bomb as a source, of 
peaceful energy will be made 
public in both countries Jan. 
24. It added: 

“In addition to release of 
the British and United States 
scientific papers, press brief- 


ings will be held by the atom- | 


ic energy authorities of both 
countries in advance of the 
release time. It is expected 
that scientists prominent in 
the United States - controlled 
thermonuclear program will 
be present in Washington to 


answer the questions of corre- 
spondents.”

Trudeau spent much of World 
War II planning and directed 
preparations for amphibious 
operations in Europe and in the 
Pacific.

He went to 
North Africa in 1944 to pre- 
pare troops for the invasion 
of .southern France and Italy. 
He performed a similar train- 
ing mission in England prior 
to the invasion of Europe.

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ECONOMIC GROUP 
URGES PAY RISES 
TOUT ECONOMY

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15— 
Organized labor’s prescription 
of wage increases as the key 
to curing the current recession 
won the backing yesterday of 
the Conference on Economic 
Progress.” 


The conference, a study 
group with labor, business, 
agricultural and academic mem- 
bers, issued a report prepared 
by Leon H. Keyserling, chair- 
man of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisors under President 
Truman. The study urged a 
radical change in national eco- 
nomic thinking to end the re- 
cession and return to a “full 
economy” as a major part of 
the answer to the current 
Soviet challenge. 


Keyserling advocated sharply 
higher wages, higher consump- 
tion, much larger Government 
spending:on both defense and 
civilian. programs, and a tax 
cut to benefit low-income 
groups. He said all of this, if 
done, would so stimulate the 
economy that the federal budg- 
et would quickly be back in 
balance. He added that, far 
from bringing on inflation, it 
would actually dampen the 
kind of inflation that has been 
occurring in the last two years 
by restoring growth in the pro- 
ductivity of labor. 


Full Employment Aim. 

In effect, Keyserling said 
that the choice was not, as it 
has often been presented, be- 
tween “missiles and tail fins.” 
To the contrary, he said, mis- 
siles can be afforded better 
if total consumption, including 
automobiles, rises enough to 
restore full employment and 
high-level activity. 


The study denied that ex- 
cessive wage increases in the 
past had been a cause of infla- 
tion. ._The inflation was attri- 
buted to price increases by 
large corporations in a position 
to “administer” their prices 
and achieve “excessive” profits. 


In another development yes- 
terday, two Harvard Univer- 
sity economists assailed the 
Administration’s reliance on 
monetary policy as the main 
regulator of the economy in 
the last few years. 


John Kenneth Galbraith and 
Seymour E. Harris made their 
attack in letters sent to the 
chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisors and the 
chairman of the Congressional 
Joint Economic Committee. 


Tight Money Costly. 

They said use of tight money 
to curb the inflation had not 
worked, Had been costly, dis- 
criminatory, and, most im- 
portant, had proved “dan- 
gerous.” The danger was that 
prolonged use of tight money 
would bring on a recession. 

“As the counterpart of long- 
continued monetary restraint, 
as s0 often before,” they 
argued, “we are now suffering 
a serious shrinkage in invest- 
ment which is leading on to a 
sharp drop in income, output, 
and the work week, to with- 
drawal from the labor force, 
and to unemployment. We can 
only hope that it won't go far.” 


Sparkman Demands Action, 
By the United Press. 

Senator John J. Sparkman 
(Dem.), Alabama, predicted to- 
day unemployment would reach 
5,000,000 unless the Adminis- 
tration does something about 
it quickly. He called for an 
“ease up” instead of a cut- 
back of federal urban renewal, 
home building and other pub- 
lic works projects to open up 
more jobs. 

Senator Paul H. Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, joined in the 
gloomy statements following 
Government reports showing 
unemployment last month hit 
an eight-year high. The 3,- 
374,000 jobless figure was the 
highest for any December 
since the 1949 recession. 

“We're getting pretty close 
to the danger point,” Douglas 
said. 

A top labor economist, Stan- 
ley H. Ruttenberg, of AFL- 
CIO, forecast a “considerably 
higher” unemployment figure 
for this month. He said totals 
would climb in February and 
March. 

Ruttenberg said there might 
be a “turnaround” at mid-year 
if military spending was in- 
creased above the 40 billion 
dollar defense budget pro- 
posed by President FEisen- 
hower. ty 

Labor Secretary James P. 
Mitchell has said unemploy- 
ment would not become a 
“serious problem unless it rose 
to 6,000,000. Mitchell believes 
there will be an upturn in 
business before it goes that 
high. 


TRILLION- VOLT ATOM 
SMASHER HELD FEASIBLE 


CHICAGO, Jan. 15 (AP)—~ 
Representatives of 15 Midwest 
universities heard an encourag- 
ing report yesterday on the 
feasibility of building a trillion- 
(1,000,000,000,000) volt atom 
smasher, the world’s largest. 

A machine of that size is 
planned for the United States 
if its feasibility is demonstrated 
and if Congress appropriates 
the funds. 

Dr. Keith R. Symon, tech- 
nical director of the Midwest 
Universities Research Associa- 
tion laboratory at Madison, 
Wis., said after association 
directors held their quarterly 
meeting: 

“All of the experiments so 
far have borne out our original 
expectations and it is now 
fairly clear that it is feasible 
to construct a clashing beam 
accelerator.”

PARIS, Jan. 15. 

IF THE PEOPLE IN PARIS haven't become too ex- 
etomi over Sir Edmund Hillary's dash to the South Pole it 
really isn’t their fauit. Every day they go through things 
that they believe are far tougher than driving from Me- 
Murdo Sound to the 
American camp at the

What Are We Defending? 


CHAPEL HILL, N.C., Jan. 15. 

THE AMERICAN PEOPLE 
at the moment are very much 
concerned about the defense of 
our country, It seems to me, 
however, t one of the im- 
portant things for us all to have 
clearly in mind is the problem 
of being sure that the nation 
as a whole knows exactly what 
we are defending. That re- 
quires a knowledge of our ob- 
jectives and those of many of 
my fellow citizens. 


Fifty or 100 years from 
now I hope that my country 
will be a place where all of 
our citizens will have an 
equal opportunity for health 
and education, and where 
jobs will be available to all 
on the basis of ability. I 
hope that there will be no 
one who cannot maintain a 
decent standard of living. 


In addition to these material 
aims, I hope that there will 
never be any question of the 
right of every individual to 
worship as he desires and to 
hold such religious beliefs as 
he feels are essential and true. 
If he decides to be an atheist 
or a non-conformist, he should 
have the right to make that de- 
cision unmolested. I hope that 
we will acknowledge the right 
of every citizen to think, to ex- 
press himself through any me- 
dium and to act according to 
his convictions without inter- 
ference except that he must 
have due consideration for the 
rights of other citizens among 
whom he lives. I hope that we 
will gain in respect for learn- 
ing, and will discover ways to 
understand the other peoples 
of the world and to live with 
them in peace and good will. 

These being our aims, I 
am ready to defend every 
proper step that my country 
undertakes to serve these 
ends. I do not think that 
these ends can be achieved 
or defended in the world of 
today by military means 
alone, and so I would like 
to consider the other things 
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that have to be done before 
we undertake consideration 
of the necessary military. 
set-up. 

To develop a citizenry cap- 
able of understanding and 
working for these aims, we 
must have no illiteracy and the 
highest level of education pos- 
sible. There is considerable 
anxiety in our country today 
about the type of education 
our young people are actually 
receiving. Since no one can ex- 
pect to cover the whole field 
of the world’s knowledge, what 
we look to achieve in educa- 
tion is disciplined minds, in- 
tellectual curiosity, and the 
basic tools through which one 
can study and master any sub- 
ject found interesting. Good 
teachers are essential to good 
education, as are sufficient 
chassrooms and proper equip- 
ment. If this cannot be accom- 
plished by a locality or a state, 
then the nation should con- 
tribute, for all of our children 
deserve equal opportunity re- 
gardless of race, creed or col-

BOYS STILL are afraid to 
date anyone but the most popu- 
lar girls, and since they can't 
all get dates with these choice 
few many of the boys never 
have any dates at all. 


Girls still find it no easy 
trick to let a boy know they 
like him, without being so 
obvious about it they scare 
him off. 


Boys who aren't football or 
basketball heroes still have a 
struggle to win a place for 
themselves among their con- 
temporaries. 

Girls still are so concerned 
with how they look that a hair- 
set that didn’t do quite right or 
a dress that isn’t quite perfect 
for the occasion can throw 
them into last-minute despair 
that ruins any chance of hav- 
ing fun. 


BOYS STILL HAVE the 
problem of convincing their 
parents that they are able to 
take care of themselves and 
don’t need to be constantly re- 
minded to do this and not to 
do that. 


Both boys and girls still 
feel the urgent need to be- 
long to a group and those 
who are left out are just as 
miserable in the teen-age 
world as were the kids who 
didn’t quite fit in back in the 
days when we called teen- 
age the awkward age. 
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or. Naturally, the decision on 
curriculum must rest with the 
local educators. But certain 
standards for the competence 
of teachers and the length of 
the school year should certain- 
ly be set by the federal gov- 
ernment. 


I cannot here go into the de- 
tails of what a good education 
should be to meet our present 
needs and our future develop- 
ment. But I am quite sure it 
should not be determined by 
a panicky survey of Russian 
methods which will allow our 
decisions to be controlled by 
the Russians. A survey by com- 
petent American authorities is 
much to be desired. Recom- 
mendation of how we can now 
cease to waste human material 
and give each of our children 
the maximum of education 
they are able to absorb is long 
overdue, and is one of the 
first foundations of defense.

Make good use of your cash forecast, also, for spotting 
purchases that you know are coming up. By juggling your 
cash balance, you should be able to buy many items on 
sale.

) Marriage vs. Career 


MARRIAGE OR CAREER? Della isn’t sure, at the 
age of 24, which one she wants. She’d like to have both. 
“But maybe that isn’t too likely,” she writes. “I wouldn't 
want to be a failure in either one, and I suppose it’s not 
easy for an ordinary woman to do equally well in both. 
Yet, I don’t like to give up the idea of either of them!” 

Psychologist Clifford R. Adams has published a simple 
test which might help you. It’s in his book, “Preparing 
for Marriage,” published some years ago and probably in 
your public library: 

Do you like either public speaking or horseback rid- 
ing? Have you ever wanted a business of your own? 
Would you rather work with men than with women? Did 
you attend college two years or longer? Have you earned 
as much as $300 a month? 

Do you dislike housework, especially cooking and 
sewing? Can you usually make your points in an argu- 
ment? Are you either over 26 or above average height? 
Do you have one or more special talents? Are your 
clothes practical rather than frilly? 

Do you like to guide or supervise others? Were you 
an honor student in school? Have you worked five years 
or longer? Do your friends think you an independent 
person? Are you relatively inactive in church work? 

If married, would you want your own bank account? 
Were you an athlete in school? Have you been trained 
for a business job? Are you either a pronounced intro- 
vert or extrovert? Do you dress for men rather than 
women? 


In short, are you a career woman? Dr. 
Adams (director of the marriage counseling serv- 
ice at Pennsylvania State University) says if you 
answer yes to 16 or more of the above questions, 
you probably are. 


He thinks it doubtful that marriage alone will satisfy 
you; in fact, you may prefer remaining single. A score of 
10 or less suggests that you are not a career woman at 
heart. Don’t pay much attention to any single item— 
it’s the bulk, the weight of them that’s suggestive. 


I think this little test might be useful to 
many wives, too. If they answer nearly all of 
those questions with yes, they will do well to 
bezin to concentrate more earnestly and intelli- 
gently on the job of homemaker—if they want to 
succeed in it. 


As to having both a career and a husband-and-chil- 
dren, you’re right, Della, in thinking it’s difficult. Many 
women do succeed; but probably a larger number fail. 
That doesn’t mean that you can’t have plenty of outside 
interests and make an important contribution to human 
welfare as a wife and mother. But it does mean that, if 
you have to punch a time-clock downtown, you may not 
have much time and energy left for your home. Perhaps 
the first thing to do, then, is to ask yourself whether you 
really are a “career woman.” 
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A Citizen Who Tracked Down Robber

THE THIRD TIME the same 
man held up the New Age Fed- 
eral Savings & Loan Associa- 
tion, herding the employes into 
a back room and scooping up 
the money, Robert E. Fagen 
decided he had had enough. 
He jumped in his car, tracked 
down the robber, pointed him 
out to a policeman and helped 
send him to prison. 

As a result, Fagen, a 36-year- 
old Mississippi-born Negro, was 
honored last week by the St. 
Louis Crime Commission as a 
‘man “whose personal heroism 
and dedication to civic duty 
resulted in the solution of a 
series of crimes and who is 
deserving of public gratitude 
and recognition.” 

Fagen can’t explain just why 
he did it, extept that he just 
got ‘gg up. And he had a right 
o be. 


The series of holdups started 
last January when‘an armed 
robber walked into Fagen’s of- 
fice at 4271W Easton avenue, 
and ran out with $268. In 
April, he appeared again. This 
time he took $569. 

But the third time, last Oct. 
28, Fagen was ready for him. 
His car was out back and as 
soon as the robber left, Fagen 
ran to the automobile and 
started to track him down. 
Through streets and alleys, 
up one block and down an- 
other, he kept his eye on the 
getaway car until he saw it 
crash into a building. The 
holdup man then fled on foot 
and for a few moments Fagen 
lost the trail. He picked it up 
again when he learned from a 
passerby that the armed rebber 
had hailed a passing taxicab. 

Fagen, determined not to 
lose him this time, caught up 
with a motorcycle patrolman, 
John Spies, and together they 
chased down the cab and its 
passenger. Stepping out, the 
robber meekly put down his 
automatic pistol and gave up 
his loot of $475. He identified 
himself as Guy Faulkner, a 
truck driver living in the 4200 
block of Lee avenue. 


SEVERAL DAYS LATER, 
Faulkner pleaded guilty to six 
charges of robbing a federally 
insured depository and is now 
serving a 25-year sentence in 
prison. He admitted obtaining 
$1886 in three other holdups 
beside the money taken from 
New Age. 

Fagen, who received an in- 
scribed watch and plaque from 
the Crime Commission for his 
heroism, had worked too hard 


Fix It Yourself

ONE OF THE BEST and 
least expensive ways to keep 
a house in good repair and 
apperance is to have on hand 
a good assortment of patching 
materials so that necessary 
patching can be done at once 
and with®“the right kind of 
patch. Here are some that no 
home should be without. 


Patching Cement:.Comes in 
a package and all you have to 
do is add water and use. Good 
for patching cracks in concrete, 
pointing up between bricks or 
masonry blocks. You can buy 
it at hardware and lumber 
yards. 


Spackle: Comes in a package 
and only requires mixtng with 
water. It’s good for filling in 
small holes and cracks in plas- 
ter, plaster board, all kinds of 
composition board and wood. 
You can also use it to smooth 
off a rough surface before 
painting. Get it at hardware 
and paint stores. 


Calking Compound: You can 
get this material in special 
tubes, guns or by the container. 
It’s highly resistant to water 
and as it never becomes hard 
it won't crack or fall out of 
seams. It does, however, de- 
velop a surface skin which will 
take and hold paint. It comes 
in colors. 


Plastic Wood: An excellent 
filler for all sorts of wood re- 
pairs. When dry it can be 
sanded, planed, sawed and 
worked in the same manner 
as wood. It can be stained 
before application to match 
the color of the wood. 


Glazing Compounds, Putty 
and White Lead: Use glazing 
compounds for window glass 
repair jobs. Putty is excellent 
for filling in over nail heads 
and for small flaws in wood- 
work that is to be painted. 
White lead is fine for any wood 
joint that you want to be 
watertight. 


Roofing Cement: Use this to 
patch leaks in roofs, gutters 
and for similar jobs where the 
patching compound must be 
waterproof and have a high ad- 
hesive quality. 


To steam a vegetable, place 
it in a perforated pan over 
rapidly boiling water; cover the 
pan tightly.

NEW YORK, Jan. 15 (UP. 

NBC-TV deeded a _ special 
evening hour to “Omnibus” 
last night and that show con- 
cocted something called “The 
Suburban Revue” to fill the 
niche. 

The revue starred Bert Lahr, 
but the hour was largely a tri- 
umph for Elaine May and Mike 
Nichols, certainly the most 
hilarious comedy team to hit 
TV this season. Maybe any 
season. 

You may remember Elaine 
and Mike from a sketch they 
did on the “Steve Allen 
Show” a few weeks back in 
which they rubber-hosed one 
of those inane interviews 
that frequently take place 
between disk jockeys and 
visiting movie stars. It was 
a knockout. 

Last night, Elaine and Mike 
capered in two sketches, one 
a spoof of courtship in a parked 
car, the other a bit that dealt 
with a man fighting the whole 
hieararchy of the telephone 
company. 

Elaine and Mike are a team 
with a special sort of bounce, 
He has a kind of here-and-now 
deadpanness. She has a kind 
of far-out deadpanness. He 
tosses the ball and she catches. 
It's all done with beautiful 
preciison. 

Their laughs flow out of each 
situation itself and not from 
individual gags. Each of the 
three skits I have seen them 
do had an easy flow and even 
more important, a quality of 
building. Faced with an Elaine 
and Mike sketch, you laugh 
only mildly in the beginning, 
but you find yourself caught 
up in the sweep as the skit 
progresses and character and 
Situation are established. Mid- 
way through each of their 
sketches last night, I found 
myself roaring. ; 

The rest ot the “Omnibus” 
show was less successful, 
Bert Lahr is a funny man 
in the large arena of the 
stage. His comedy is larger 
than life and he deals in ex- 
aggeration. But on the small 
TV screen, his efforts seem 
too exaggerated. There is a 
large measure of predictabil- 
ity about his work — the 
overdrawn tremolo in his 
singing, the gong-gong-gong 
interpolations, the tele- 
graphed punchlines. 

As for the main body of the 
show, its principal flaw was 
that it never fulfilled its stat- 
ed purpose: to contrast the su- 
burban life of the 1920's with 
the suburban life of today. It 
never really touched at all 
upon suburbia’s social life, its 
commutation problems, its web 
of children, its so-called con- 
formity. 

No matter. Elaine May and 
Mike Nichols were on hand 
and that’s enough caviar for 
any single evening.

Perfect Warmth 


WE VISITED another family in a “new old house” 
last Sunday. Like all people who prefer the soaring ceiling 
to the split level, we exchanged mutual sentiments on old 
houses. 

“Some houses develop 
character through the 
years, just as people do,” 
the proud new owner 
summed it up, “and we 
feel this house has char- 
acter.” 

We feel that ours does, 
too, but at this time of 
the year it isn’t the char- 
acter that appeals to us. 
It’s the floor registers. 
Everyone has someone 
like me in their circle of 
friends, someone who is 
always cold. August is a

pretty good month if I can keep away from air-conditioners, 


but the other eleven-twelfths of the year produces any- 
thing from slight shivers to frozen feet. My friends react 


in one of two ways. Either they turn their normal 60- 
degree thermostat up to 62 and say, “Now I'll bet. you’re 
comfortable,” or they turn their normal 78 degree thermo- 
stat up to 86 and gloat, “Now I'll bet you’re comfortable.” 


I’ve tried many varieties of heat without being 
comfortable. In our other newer house we had 
registers on the wall near the ceiling, a silly idea 
since the heat rose to the ceiling and stayed there, 
and also made it difficult to center pictures on the 
wall. When you climbed a ladder to paint, you 
nearly suffocated. 


Hot water radiaeors are the worst, in my opinion. 
There’s nothing less friendly than a cold one and you can’t 
sit on a hot one without insulation. In Army quarters in 
wartime we had one that knocked noisily in perfect bolero 
tempo. 

On second thought, they’re the American worst. In a 
Berlin apartment I met up with a beautiful fancy heater. 
It looked like a wrought iron corner cupboard and was 
about as effective. The faint heat emanated from halfway 
up the lovely creation. It livened up an acquaintance with 
two clubwomen when I sat on my spine and propped my 
stockinged feet up at a 90-degree angle. In a London 
hotel, I experienced electric wall heaters; once again only 
a ballet dancer could have assumed the correct position. 


Radiant heat is a step in the right direction 
but most houses with radiant heat have huge ex- 
panses of refrigerated plate glass which negate 
the whole thing. Fireplaces are fine. We have 
fires in ours every night even though our sturdy 
old house is warm without fireplace heat. 


THE ONLY COOL SPOT is the kitchen in the morn- 
ing. Then it is, as I am sitting at the table, coffee cup in 
hand, that I hear that comforting sound. Like a sleep- 
walker I arise, still drinking coffee, move to the floor 
register and stand there, as hot air billows out my gown 
and robe and toasts my toes. I smile and sigh. Eventually 
the blower stops but warm air still wafts up. I can make 
it to the bedroom register by the time it goes on again. 
In the hall I pass my son, sitting cross-legged on the regis- 
ter there. 

Oh I could write a sonnet or a TV commercial (noth- 
ing like it, absolutely nothing) about our floor registers. 
They warm not only the cockles of your heart, They warm 
a body where a body ought to be warmed first, around its 
cold, cold, feet.

IN SHARP CONTRAST to 
the Russian system of keeping 
plans for satellites and space 
travel a deep secret, American 
engineers have been sharing 
their ideas with the world. 


This is demonstrated in a 
new book, “Rocket Power and 
Space Flight,” by G. Harry 
Stine. In it the author re- 
counts proposals for a rocket 
ship—or rather two of them— 
which could carry men into 
— by methods now avail- 
able. 


Stine outlines a plan for 
building a rocket ship which 
could travel 1500 miles and 
serve as a training vehicle 
for true space flights. The 
trainer, the Griffon, might 
actually become the model 
for a commercial rocket 
plane carrying passengers in 
long-distance flights over the 
globe. 


Once it had proved success- 
ful, men trained in it could be- 
come the crew of a space ship 
—to be called Nomad—which 
would orbit the .earth for 
scientific purposes for as long 
as 1000 hours. 

But first let us take a look 
at the proposal for the first 
ship, the Griffon: 


It would use a 2000-pound 
liquid oxygen and gasoline 
rocket engine with a thrust of 
120,000-pounds (about half that 
of Sputnik I). The internal pres- 
sure for the engine is about 225 
pounds per square inch. Dur- 
ing the 90 seconds of burning 


time oxygen and gasoline are

flowing into the motor at the 
rate of 333 pounds of liquid 
oxygen per second and 143 
pounds of gasoline per second. 


At take-off the Griffon would 
weigh about 65,000 pounds, of 
Which 43,000 would be fuel. 
The ship at landing, would 
weigh approximately 22,000 
pounds. The ship would be flat 
bottomed and have small sharp- 
ly swept back wings. The flat 
bottom of the fuselage will 
provide 90 per cent of the lift. 

Now let us move ahead to 
1961 and in our mind’s eye, 
visualize a trip of some 1500 
miles distant. 

The Griffon would take off 
vertically. As the engine fires, 
the ship will be tilted to as- 
sume a ballistic trajectory. At 
an altitude of 40 miles the

fuel will be exhausted and the 
Griffon will continue up to the 
peak of its trajectory some 80 
miles above the surface of the 
earth at 150 miles from its 
launch point. 


At top speed jt will be trav- 
eling at 4000 miles per hour-~ 
about five times the speed of 
sound, To achieve this speed 
the initial acceleration at take- 
off will be 1.83 times the force 
of gravity, and at burnout the 
acceleration will reach 5.45 g’s. 
After 390 seconds of free fall 
and zero gravity it will re-enter 
the atmosphere 300 miles from 
the launch point. Twenty-four 
minutes after take-off it will 
land with a nominal landing 
speed at an airport some 1500 
miles away. 

The beauty of this approach 


is that the tests for the entire 
system can be made with pres- 
ent-day hardware. 

The prototype of the Griffon 
can be towed behind a jet 
bomber which will tow it to 
high altitudes and cast it loose 
for glide. Following these aero- 
dynamical tests can come those 
of the engines. Vertical power- 
ed takeoffs will be used with a 
light load of propellants to 
keep the cutoff velocity low. 

These flights will be made 
nearly horizontally so the rock- 
et ship does not leave the 
atmosphere. Then gradually as 
the difficulties are overcome 
and as the pilots gain confi- 
dence, the trips can be longer 
and longer. Finally the 1500- 
mile trip may be undertaken. 

This rocket ship will not 


be designed for travel alone. 
Author Stine points out that 
during the flight many studies 
vital to any future long-range 
space travel plans can be under- 
taken, 


The pilot of the Griffon 
will be in gravity-free space 
for about six minutes—almost 
10 times that experienced to 
date. The pilot's réaction to 
this completely alien en- 
vironment can be studied. 


The dynamics of re-entry of 
a fast-moving rocket ship 
after a long flight can also 
be studied. 


From this we can discover | 
whether a pilot is capable of | 
bringing this ship in or whether | 


we must devise a “brain” which 
must land the ship for him. 
The Griffon can be used to test 
the systems which may be 
used in larger rocket ships and 
their abilities to travel through 
space. 


Thus the Griffon is a rocket | 


ship which will make man’s 
first assault on space. From the 
results of these tests the future 
will be indicated.
